The quality of ag 
riculturo under slitvo labor regularly wither- 
ed up as Cincinnati ceased to guide their 
plows. The old comedies precisely repre- 
sent the stnrvatiorj of the slave. Nero, who, 
just previous to his death, escaped from Rome j 
and fled ten miles into the country, suffered 
desperate -hunger before he could touch the 
black bread, the sole tbott of the slaves upon 
a so-considered magnificent patrician estate. 
The rubble of Rome were fed by corn gain- 
ed by annexations in Sicily, Egypt and the 
Archipelago. Some two hundred thousand

Among 
ihoMO stood Elruriu, whence Rome derived 
her softening urts, whose origin is lost in the 
nur/.cs of antiquity, but whose skill in the 
pnr.suitH of the beautiful has como down to 
ns in forma which live even in our day, nnd 
are household words. Tha Pontino Marsh- 
nt, and the circumjacent country, now deal- 
ing death in every breeze, were at the time 
^>f curly Roman history occupied by forty 
towns and cities, flourishing und wealthy ac- 
cordiiig to standards of those days. The con- 
rjue.st of those places by the Romans, nnd the 
centralizing ferocities of Marins and Scytla, 
and the whole imperial Hue, blotted them 
out from the face of the earth, and a mate- 
rialized jeremiad, n very stench of desola- 
tion, only remain* to mark where once they 
«tood. The fuct of these communities occu- 
pying the richest soils, or those which re- 
lapsed into marshes upon their conquest, has 
to tho student of political economy the deep- 
est significance. It alone teaches him that 
:ho annexation ductriue of General Gushing 
is wrong, for the subjugation of the locul in- 
dustries of these places ruined them. And 
wo would impress upon the President and 
his Cabinet, who give no sign of knowing 
tho first principles of poiiiicul economy, that 
no annexation can benefit a country until.'the 
rich In mis already in its possession are fully 
cultivated, and that it wna tho ignorance of 
this (act that ted to tho ruin of every ancient 
Kmpire; that superinduced the Revolution 
ul' 1793 and all its woes ; ttiut wrecked Ntipo- 
luon from tho moment ho began his mad 
Hcheme i« Egypt, lo which Russian and 
.Spanish tragedies were but continuations 
'hough the Historians, one and all, treat o; 
"hesi) last campaigns as if they were mistakes 
l>y themselves,'destroying a previously profit 
able career. 


The growth of Rome, which began by tho 


nssassination of every country near il, WHS 
continued by tho snnio means. Eternally a 
war, eternally menacing tho rust of the world 
it WHS but one great cump. I)e Lolme char- 
jictertzes Roman patriotism as the spirit o 
j«|)|>rosstou and murder.

It is this bloody, brutish, infernal 


system that General Calwb Cashing, in hi* 
most prominent cupactiy. holds up to the ad- 
miration and imitation of tho working Amer- 
ican people! It is this which he finds fmp- 
allol with our, own career—with the Puri- 
tans, Quakers, Huguenots, Catholics, who 
came to these desolate shores, inhabited by a 
handful) o savagei, dwarfed each year more 
and more by their internecine wars—whose 
lives were passed between enslaving womenj 
and scalping men ! It is this crimson impe- 
rial history of old which hu likens to the 
conquest of aboriginal nature in this country:

It is this compost of all the 
heathen forms, blonding warier nnd priest 
into one—adopting with the -langh of Me- 
phistophiles all the wild orgies of foreign 
fanaticism, provided the victim-yielded mon- 
ey, men and corn—that General Cushing 
places in comparison with the genial and hal- 
lowed religious philosophy of this country, 
which allows each man to practice his faith 
individually, without conditions, and teaches 
peace nnd goori-will among men! 


We sincerely wish that the Administra- 


tion of Mr. Pierce may be honorable to him- 
self and useful to the country.

8ENTI.TIBNT OF THK PBE8S. 


THE IMPEACHMENT TKIAL.—We gave in 


our jait a general opinion upon the result and 
merits of this case. We will give now a very 
brief history of the matter that it may be 
seen whereon the opinion is founded. 


A committee of the Assembly, not one of 


whom to our knowledge had the least pre- 
judice ngftinst the Judge and not one of 
whora lived in his Judicial District, took 
testimony and examined the general charge 
of unfit ness for office made against him.— 
The testimony was, of course, on one side 
only, ttnd as may be supposed, bore heavily 
upon 
the accused. 
But 
the committee 


knew, or supposed at least, that counter 
testimony might explain much and change 
the aspect of much that has been taken, and 
that very possibly nn impeachment could 
not be sustained. But they felt also quite 
sure thrttthe general unfituess of the Judge 
for the place was shown so clearly that it 
could not be disproved ; and therefore in 
their report they recommended action by 
"joint address" of both houses. This is a 
mode of removal provided by our consti- 
tution—a mode which provides joint nnd 
common action by the two branches of the 
legislature—which can take cognizance of 
all iinpeiichnble matter and in addition nd- 
judgegenerally upon the merits of the case ; 
in short, a mode which holds about the same 
relation to the mode by impeachment that 
the equity court holds to the law court— 
and at the same time is a mode by which 
the accused could have as full and 'thorough 
defence us by the other course. 
The t>b- 


ject of the committee was to avoid those 
legal technicalities which are generally fatal 
to justice—to have the case adjudged 
on its 


merits, less out of consideration for the ac- 
cused than that the interests of the more 
important 
party—the people—might

were they that the house finally yielded and 
voted the impeachment.

Semite is composed of only 25 members, and 
it needed but. nine to vote against conviction 
to secure .'acquittal, whilst it required thirty- 
seven to secure the same result under joint 
action, but how fur these facts influenced 
these men is mere conjecture. But murk 
tho result in tho matters which the com- 
mittee desired to avoid, and which, so fiir as 
right and justice were concerned should 
have been avoided. 


No sooner had the

Senate commenced,"thnn the counsel for the 
licensed interposed the objection that the 
court bud no right to consider acts com- 
mitted before his re-election as judge-- 
perhaps in a strictly legal sense and before 
thnt court avnlid plen, but certainly at war 
with justice and the interests of the people, 
and the very course the committee in their 
recommendation sought to guard against.— 
Again the counsel took strong ground arid 
insisted on it, nnd to many minds proved it, 
that it mattered not how many objectiona- 
ble, 
illegal, and 
even wicked nets were 


proven, . it was 
necessary to 
show and 


prove 'n corrupt-motive in them to make 
them irnpeachable. Thus a Judge might 
be the greatest foot thnt walks or the greatest 
knave unhung, as long as his acts might 
proceed from imbecility or mere wantonness, 
unless his heart could be turned inside out" 
and corrupt motives be shown, that court 
hnd nothing to do with the nets. Now tne 
recommendation of tho committee had in 
view the unfitness of the accused for his 
place, whether from his constitutional pecu- 
liarities, so feelingly alluded to by his coun- 
sel, or from what cause, they did not state 
or care, and recommended action to reach 
the case, action which this view of the pre- 
rogatives of the impeachment court en- 
tirely nullified. 
And still again, the coun- 


sel took the ground that many of the acts 
alleged, if proven, were not properly sub- 
jects of impeachment. For instance, al- 
though the Judge might approach and ninke 
insulting proposals 
to females who had
